PARIS — Two years after com- 
ing to power, President Francois 
Mitterrand is facing a crisis of con- 
fidence in his management of toe 
French economy. 

Tbe austerity measures he intro- 
duced in March to head off a 
fourth devaluation of the franc are 
starting to bite. Taxpayers have 
found their regular tax bills swol- 
len by a forced loan to the govern- 
ment in addition to a special emer- 
gency levy. Currency controls are 
forcing many French people to 
take vacations at home this sum- 
mer. Bankruptcies and unemploy- 
ment are on toe rise. 

Mr. Mitterrand's popularity has 
slumped as voters expectations 
from France's first Socialist gov- 
ernment in a generation have 
faded. Last June, when toe Social- 
ists were still trying to expand toe 
economy, 74 percent of toe voters 
who responded in a poll thought 
Mr. MJtterand was doing a good 
job: Today only 48 percent do. Al- 
most 70 percent of voters think the 
government has been “severely 
weakened” by its austerity moves, 
according to another poll. 

“Mitterrand projected himself as 
toe president of plenty but has be- 
come the preadent of pentuy," 
said Henri Amoureux, a historian. 

“Many of those who built op 
great hopes with toe political 
changes of 1981 are feeling 
deceived," said Georges Marchais, 


head of the Communist Party, 
which has supported toe govern- 
ment. 

Because of the strength of the 
dollar and high U.S. interest rates, 
toe austerity moves may not be suf- 
ficient to restore confidence in the 
franc. The measures were blended 
to cut tbe trade deficit b half and 
reduce inflation to 8 percent

As toe dollar rises, it increases 
toe cost to France of oil and other 
imported goods paid for b U.S. 
currency, widening the trade gap 
and bereaang prices. 

While Mr. Miuerrand was pkad- 
bg with President Ronald Reagan 
to do something about the dollar at 
the Williamsburg meeting, Jean- 
Pierre Chevenement a leftist who 
was dismissed as industry minister 
b March, opened a public cam- 
paign against his former col- 
league's measures. Describing an- 
other devaluation as inevitable, he 
said that “the only question now is 
to know when." 

Rather than accept another de- 
valuation. Mr. Oievenement and a 
number of other Socialists are now 
calling for France to embrace a 


more narrow, nationalistic policy. 
They argue that toe franc should 
be withdrawn from Europe's sys- 
tem erf fixed exchange rates and be 
allowed to float and toe govern- 
ment should begin again to expand 
the economy, this time by erecting 
trade barriers to keep out toe flood 
of imports that destroyed toe Soci- 
alists first dash for "growth two 
years ago.

A recent poll showed that 77 
percent of toe French favored im- 
port controls as a means of com- 
bating unemployment. “The smell 
of protectionism is definitely in the 
air." said Yves Laulan, an econo- 
mist for Sociele Generale. a slate- 
owned bank. 

The most recent indicators sug- 
gest that the Socialists win need to 
clamp down harder on toe econo- 
my this fall if they are to get the 
improvement they want Inflation, 
at 8 percent, is still runnbg slightly 
above West Germany^, and halv- 
ing the trade deficit this year seems 
unlikely. Wage settlements are run- 


ning a third higher than expected. 

European and U.S. diplomats 
fear ihat any change of course by 
France this fall could unleash a 
protectionist chain reaction thaL 
would further damage world recov- 
ery. “What we are doing is ensur- 
ing that there will be prosperity 
again," Finance Minister Jacques 
Ddors told Parliament recently. 

Critics of toe Socialists assert 
that the government’s leaders have 
only themselves to blame for the 
difficulties toe economy is now in 
and for their own anguished de- 
bates over how to rescue it. 

They die the Socialists' first two 
years in power, during which an 
economic revolution was carried 
out.

Taxes on toe 
wealthy were raised. Wages were 
lifted, trade union rights reinforced 
and social security benefits in- 
creased. In all, the government 
budget deficit tripled. 

Last year private investment fell 
by 5 percent, and this year it is ex- 
pected to fall at that rale again.

SribmiC [whence El Nino ’s Wrath? 
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Eyes on the Syrians 


W ASHINGTON — The gravest question 
facing the world today is; who or 
what is tampering with El Nino? 

El Nino de Navidad — Spanish for “the 
Christ child," because of its appearance each 
year around Christmastime — is the warm 
current that flows down the Pacific coast of 
South America, periodically playing havoc 
with fishing and even reversing the direction 
of trade winds. Most years, this “southern 
asdUatian" is pushed bade out to sea by the 
icy Humboldt current, in which anchovies 
gambol Not last year or this. 

This spring the most persistent El Nifio in 
a century has caused storms in Texas, torna- 
does in California, persistent rain in Paris 
and floods in West Germany. The world has 
rarely been so wet; prudent people can hardly 
be blamed for thinking about aits. 

After a sa-fathom-deep background ses- 
sion with the anchovy expert at the CIA, I 
predicted 10 years ago chat the use of elec- 
tronic fish-finders by greedy Latin fishermen 
in the face of El Nino would lead to decima- 
tion of the catch, a worldwide protein short- 
age and an explosion of inflahon. Since all 
this came to pass, the pundit on top of the El 
Nino story intends to stay there. 

Who or what is behind El Nino’s rampage? 
Round up the usual suspects: 

1. Right-wing Penman fishing interests. 

This theory doesn't bold water. Fishermen 
have learned not to tamper with E Nifio but 


Israel and Syria continue to be caught up in 
a test of wills that could yet produce a nasty 
war. Their mutual dilemma came out of the 
withdrawal agreement that Israel concluded 
with Lebanon nearly a month ago. The Syr- 
ians, feeling isolated, stiffened; whether this 
was by way of preparing themselves for battle 
or, as the U.S. government still hopes, for ne- 
gotiations of their own with Lebanon is un- 
clear. The Israelis also stiffened — perhaps to 
intimidate Damascus, probably just to show 
that they would not be pushed around. 

The Syrians, like the Israelis, keep their 
armed forces under tight discipline. That Syria 
has restocked its air defense with improved 
equipment manned by thousands of Soviet ad- 
visers, however, raises the question of whether 
Damascus might get a bit bolder. The Kremlin 
was disgraced as Syria's patron last summer, 
and its evident eagerness to recoup its prestige 
is not helpful now. Meanwhile, the Synan gov- 
ernment is helping to sponsor a mutiny 
agains t Yasser Arafat by PLO units in the Syr- 
ian-occupied pan of Lebanon. The PLO units 
are protesting against an Arafat strategy that 
they believe denies them further armed con- 
frontation with IsraeL So they have both the 
location and a posable reason to shoot at Is- 
raeli soldiers. It is dangerous. 

It has become fashionable to say that the 
United States should have drawn Syria into a 
Lebanon negotiation last year before Moscow 
had the chance to move back in. But that as- 


sumes that Syria would have been ready to 
negotiate from weakness. As it is, the Syrians 
need to be told by their friends that they are in 
a much better position now to talk than to 
fight. The new Soviet equipment and advisers 
would doubtless raise Israel’s costs in a war, 
but Israeli forces would still have marked ad- 
vantages. For one thing , Israeli guns already 
cover Damascus. Syria can see that only a few 
Arab states —Libya, Southern Yemen — sup- 
port its denunciation of the Israel- Lebanon 
accord. The others favor a Syrian deal with 
Lebanon to make Lebanon a buffer between 
Syria and land and put the governance of 
Lebanon back In the hands of the Lebanese. 

That Israel has reason to quit Lebanon is 
plain from the bitterness of much of the Israeli 
public at the high casualties and arguable po- 
litical gains of the invasion. The continuing 
casualties compel Israel to consider an early 
unilateral withdrawal to a less vulnerable, 
more sustainable line halfway back to its own 
territory. Such a withdrawal would only 
highlight Syria's inflexibility. 

Everyone in the Middle East understands 
that Syria demands a special position in east- 
ern Lebanon. But does it demand an indefinite 
occupation? One that leaves Israel with a stra- 
tegic advantage? One that plays directly into 
che hands of Israeli West Bank annexationists? 
That tends to keep America firmly at IsraeTs 
side while the area keeps worrying about war?

The Bee Hypothesis 


F JUS — The haunting risk for Is- 
rael is that it might one day be 


President Ronald Reagan and both of his 
secretaries of state have denounced the Soviet 
Union for supplying a toxin weapon to its 
Vietnamese allies in Laos and Cambodia. Gt- 
ing samples ol toxin-containing “yellow rain,” 
they suggested violation of two treaties against 
such weapons, with ominous implications for 
other arms control agreements. 

But study by a Harvard biologist raises the 
possibility that those trumpeted spots of yel- 
low rain are merely the excreta of bees. 

Not until after the Slate Department publi- 
cized its charges did it learn that yellow tain, a 
presumably sophisticated chemical weapon, 
contained an odd substance — pollen. Admin- 
istration spokesmen then suggested that the 
pollen may have been used to grow the fun- 
guses that make the toxins. 

But CLS. scientific advisers apparently 
failed to consider another explanation. That 
explanation, tracing the pollen to a natural 
source, was compdlingty described last week 
by the biologist Matthew Mesdson of Har- 
vard. It appears that bees of the genus Apis, 
tike the honeybee and its cousins in Southeast 
Asia, stay in their nests all winter without de- 
fecating. In the spring, they emerge on cleans- 
ing flights, excreting drops of digested pollen 
grams. Samples that Mr. Mesdson gathered in 
Massachusetts strongly resemble the yellow 
run samples retrieved from Southeast Asa. 

The spring cloning flights might explain 
why toxic yellow rain samples have been re- 
trieved only in February, March and April 
even though chemical attacks are reported 
throughout the year. Mr. Mesdson bas detect- 
ed bee hairs both in Massachusetts bee excre- 
ment and in a sample of yellow rain. He has 
noticed that bee excrement is often infested by 
fungi He does not knowhow the toxins got in 
the yellow rain or into people whom the State 


Department identified as victims of chemical 
attack. But if yellow rain is indeed bee excre- 
ment, it is easy to ima gine it being infested by 
the Fusoria fungus species indigenous to 
Southeast Asia. The toxins might also contam- 
inate the food supply of the region. 

Though the State Department has known 
the gist of Mr. Meselson’s argument for sever- 
al weeks, its response so far has been decided- 
ly limp. Its only serious point is that three of 
the toxin-bearing samples contain no pollen. 
But one sample is of water into which yellow 
rain fefl, not of yellow rain itself. The ocher 
two are from gas masks retrieved in Afghani- 
stan, the toxin being detected only on the out- 
er surface of the mask, not in the filters where 
it might be expected. 

The bee excrement hypothesis does not ac- 
count for everything going on in Southeast 
Asia, but it would explain a lot about yellow 
rain. The administration's thesis s tumbles on 
the fact that yellow rain contains far too tittle 
toxin to make a useful weapon. 

It is too soon to pronounce other the ad- 
ministration's theory or Mr. Meselson’s as 
proven. But it is time enough to deplore that 
high officials were put in a position where 
such doubts could arise. The scientific advice 
the administration drew upon is evidently in- 
sufficient. The failure to notice that yellow 
rain is yellow because of its pollen content was 
a ludicrous oversight. And the bee hypothesis 
should at least have occurred to someone. 

The U.S. charges have poisoned relations 
with the Soviet Union and confidence in its 
respect for treaties. 

The charges need to be further tested with- 
out delay. That can best be done by handing 
the problem, and available yellow rain sam- 
ples, to competent, independent experts.

Two Kinds of Rights 


Will Waller Potovdwk, the 15-year-old 
would-be political refugee in Chicago, be sent 
back to the Soviet Union against his wifi? The 
notion that such a result is even discussed by 
rational men and women infuriates some 
Americans. Stressing the nation’s history as a 
land of refuge that bits welcomed the persecut- 
ed, many would argue that any individual with 
a justified tear of persecution, particularly in 
the Soviet Union, ought to be allowed to stay. 
Others question whether a child should be 
able to make such a fateful decision against 
the wishes ofhis parents. 

Last week, the Supreme Court of the state 
of Illinois affirmed a lower court in holding 
that Walter should never have been removed 
from his parents’ custody when he sought 
fcsylum at the age of 11 The parents were im- 
migrants from the Ukraine who were disap- 
pointed with life in the United States. When 
they decided to return home, Walter and his 
sister, Natalie, wanted to stay. This was no 
problem for Natalie, who was 17 at the time, 
but in order to preserve Walter's claim, juve- 
nile officials removed him from his parents’ 
custody and made him a ward of the state. It 
is that decision that the Illinois high court re- 
cently reversed.

PARIS — The men’s singles title of the French 
tennis championships passed overseas for the 
first time in Its history when Henri Cochet was 
beaten by Jack Crawford of Australia.

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I WAS bomin Warsaw in 1952 to a typical 
family of Ease European intellectuals. My 
grandparents belonged to the upper middle 
class before tire war, but they lost thdr 
modest wealth under the socialist reforms im- 
posed after 1945. Still, they managed to edu- 
cate their children. My father graduated from 
tire Wroclaw School of Engineering. His older 
brother is a professor of ancient history and 
archaeology at Wroclaw University. 

1 grew up in a “conservative'’ atmosphere; 
nobody in my family took part in political 
activity sponsored by the system or became a 
Communist Party member. My parents could 
make ends meet and regarded an education 
not only as a value in itself but also as the 
sole factor upon which to build a future. We 
owned a large home library and f was a vora- 
cious reader. To say that I bad read the body 
of Polish and European literature by the age 
of 16 would be fairly accurate. 

My father was the dominant figure in our 
family. He taught my younger brothers and 
me, sometimes brutally, that every piece of 
work should be done the best possible way. 
He held that mankind can be divided into 
two main categories: one consisting of all 
possible professions, races and colors, and 
basically worthless, the other composed of 
engineers. (He excepted the writer Bdeslaw 
Pros, for his novel “The DoE") 

To his disappointment I decided to become 
a journalist, as soon as I quit earlier plans to 
become a sailor. He had to give up but 
advised me to study economics instead of lit- 
erature, because, as be somewhat prophetical- 
ly pointed out, “Journalism is a chancy career 
nowadays. You'll have your ops and downs, 
so you should learn something else, just in 
case.” As always, be was right 
But tire beginnings of my journalistic car

reer were quite promising. As a junior in the 
economics department at Warsaw University 
I won a national' feature story competition 
organized by Kultnra, the prestigious weekly. 


In a year I was offered a full-time job these. 
Since working hours were flexible, f managed 


Since working hours were flexible, I managed 
to complete my formal education almost on 
time. In June 1976 I received a mazer’s de- 
gree in economics and had become a wdl es- 
tablished journalist at the same time. By then 
I had also married (a journalist) and was the 
father of a baby girl, Zuzanna. 

From todays perspective I can see how 
lucky I was to join Kultura’s staff, ft was 
among the few periodicals in Poland that 
managed to take relatively independent 
stands on cultural and social issues. 

This, and my family background, helped 
me avoid the greatest danger faced by every 
journalist in the East bloc, submissive obedi- 
ence. It might fairly be said that the sole aim 
of media or ganizatio ns 'and journalistic train, 
tag in Poland is to produce “fiction” writers 
capable of fulfilling any order, ready to 
change their opinions to fit the twists in the 
party line, happy to pul any idiotic hem on 
paper to comfort their masters. 

My chiefs in Kultura were different. They 
understood journalism as an important 
means of social communication that conveys 
information not only from the top down, bed 
both ways. They never tried to force us to lie, 
even when they were pushed hard to do so 
and when their own positions were at stake. 

I owe those people a great deal, especially 
my forma' editor, Mariq Wierzynski. who is 
now a cab driver in Warsaw. After martial 
law was imposed be refused to work for the 
junta-controlled media. 


Kultura forced me to continue my educa- 
tion. I bad an opportunity to meet the leading: 
figures of Polish cultural life: artists; writers, 
scientists, filmmakers. We bad two prominent 
scholars on thestaff as well as three fine writ- 
ers. Staff friends suggested new readings to 
me, and when they thought I was ready they 
encouraged me to write books. 

I began as a reporter and a feature stray 
writer, then wrote commentary, columns, es- 
says, film and book reviews- In a few years I 
was promoted and became editor of the pa- 
per’s largest division, domestic affairs. I have 
to admit I did not particularly like that, be- 
cause it glued me to the deskfor 8 to 12 hours 
a day, and I had no time for my awn writing. 

Toward the end of the 70s the party tight- 
ened its grip on the media and room fra: 
maneuver narrowed even fra Kultura. Slate 
media duets began to make impossible de- 
mands, and editing the paper our traditional 
way became most difficult 
In 1980, after Solidarity was formal (I wit- . 
nessed the fo rming at Gdansk and joined im- 
mediately), I was allowed to crane to Stan- 
ford, where 1 spent six months studying histo- 
ry, Polish emigre literature and professional 
screenwriting. I also tried to improve my 
English. In the summer of 1981 1 returned to 
Warsaw with some good tennis outfits, an in- 
complete original screenplay and a few inter- 
views with Polish writers including Czeslaw 
Milosz, the Nobel Prize winner. 

The days of Solidarity were exciting ones 
for journalists. I published my writings in 
Kultura.- in the trade union’s Solidarity 
Weekly, in the Catholic Tygodnik Fowszech- 
ny. covering, as in the good bid days, sodal 
developments and political events, doing in- 


terviews, trying to beat the system as often as 
possible. For the first time in myjoaraaiistic 
career I started to deal with economics. 

A British journalist, Ned Ascfaersan, has 
written in his book on Solidarity that the Pol- 
ish press at that time was one of the best in 
Europe, We worked day and night, we cow- 
ered everything, we to ads comments, present- 
ed our personal views, argued with each caber 
and isditod, for the first time for mast of us, 
in real political writing. 

Suddenly, one Sunday in December 1981, 
we heard that all this was over, Kultura and 
Solidarity Weekly ceased to exist Along with 

many others, 1 decided to leave journalism. 

The derision of the so-called Verification 
Commissioa that forbade me to work as a 
journalist, -since f refused both to express my 
understanding- of the “necessity of martial 
law” and to appear . before tins group, was a 
formality. I simply could not imagine myself 
working for a controlled press again. 

For most of ,1982 1 made a living gathering 
legal and economic information fra small, 
foreign-capital enterprises operating in Po- 
land. My economic education paid off once 
again.- In the summer of 1982, when we real- 
ized that the situation in -Poland would not 
change in ibe foreseeable furore, and having

Dioxin at More Sites

NEW YORK — New Jersey offi- 
cials have identified a second site 
that may be contaminated with 
dioxin. They said that nine chemi- 
cal plants currently in operation 
would also be investigated for the 
toxic compound. 

The commissioner of the state 

Department of Environmental Pro- 
tection, Robert E Hughey, said 
that tests for contamination would 
begin Tuesday at an abandoned 
two-acre (8,000-square-meter) rite 
of the former Insecticide Corp. in 
Edison Township. 

The announcement Friday came 
as inspectors from the U.S. Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency 
searched, a Newark neighborhood 
where high levels of dioxin were 
found in- soil samples at a dosed 
chemical plant or the Diamond Al- 
kali Co. 

Richard Dewling, the senior 
EPA official at the Newark site, 
said most of the 10 suspected New 
Jersey dioxin rites had been listed 
as potential hazards by ILS. and 


New Jersey authorities as far bade 
as 1980. 


He said, however, that the equip- 
ment available in 1980 was able to 
detect toxins only at the level of 
parts per million, not parts per bil- 
lion. Concentrations erf up to 1,200 
parts p a billion were found at the 
Newark site.

NEW YORK — The Argentine 
government has agreed to resume 
payment of interest on $20 billion 
of public-sector foreign debt, U1- 
baldo Aguirre, director of Argenti- 
na's central bank, .has announced. 
The payments, which are scheduled 
to begin this month, had been sus- 
pended for nearly a year. 

Largely as a result of that sus- 
pension, by the end of last year Ar- 
gentina was $29 billion in arrears 
to foreign creditors and suppliers. 
The country has $40 billion in debt 
outstanding to foreign creditors. 
Interest payments on the $20 bil- 
lion in private-sector debt have 
been paid on time this year. 

Mr. Aguirre’s announcement on 
Friday culminated a week in which 
bankers said that the International 
Monetary Fund had decided that 
Argentina had met its economic- 
performance targets in the first 
quarter. Thai cleared the way for 
5325-million loan payment from a 
$2 15- billion standby credit grant- 
ed by the IMF last year.

He did not make it dear whether 
these were firm orders or options 
to buy. Previously, Air France has 
said it would buy 25 A- 320s with 
an option on 25. 

The continuing and inconclusive 
efforts by France to obtain support 
for launching the A-32Q were the 
subject of many discussions during 
the air show, which ended Sunday.

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idents) Tokyo has the effect 
energized jumbte. Probably only a veteran resi- 
dent of Los Angeles could detect any rationale 
underlying its construction, dumps of ullra- 
moderzi skyscrapers crash upward through as 
underbrush of tile-roofed neighborhoods, with 
raw high-rise apartments testifying to the 
struggle for finding minimal living space in the 
world's most expensive real-estate market 
Factories and farmland, stadiums and the 
heaviest concentration of universities in any- 
one's history are contained within the sprawl 
of metropolitan Tokyo: the daily migration of 
its 12 million citizens is channeled by the net- 
work of subway, train and overcrowded nini- 
freeways. The Imperial Palace, with its plaza 
and moated approaches, is about the only fo- 
cal point a viator can readily find. It still dom- 
inates the government and business heart of 
the city. 

Yet like other great capitals, history and 
tradition still breathe (with difficulty) under 
Tokyo’s ferroconcrete blanket, in a fascinat- 
ing memoir, Edward Sddenstfcker, translator 
and scholar of Japanese literature ^ar^oted- 

classic). has tried to tell us what gave modern 
Tokyo its character, its culture and hs rapid 
pulse. As a book, this almost defies descrip- 
tion. Written in a defiantly discursive style — 
pan guidebook, pan histoiy, pan social com- 
mentary — “High. Gty, Low City'' is a journey 
backward into a time too recent to be called 
histoiy, bat loo old to be well remembered. 
Gossipy and informative but unrivaled in its 
authority, it is a piece erf monumentally good 
reading. 

The two dries of Seidensticker' s tide were 
cultural as well as geographical entities. When 
the Tokugawa shoguns made the small bayade 
dty of Edo into the de facto capital of Japan in 
the early 1700s, they alloted most of the hilly 
land around the shogun’s castle — now the 
Imperial Palace — to their military retainers 

and the daimyo, the feudal barons of Japan, 
who were obliged to build spadoas town hous- 
es and estates there. The river marshes to the 
east of the castle were filled in and given over 
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to the merchants, artisans tad 
pleasure who came to serve the 

court— and nkunatefy to make _ 

profit. While the.Hjgh Oty grew forma] 
and hidebound, the Low Chy of the merchants 
turned into a-bustiiQg, and on occasion brawl- 
ing, metropolis. A variety of pleasure cemm 
—restaurants, teahouses and the world's most 
palatial brothels in the storied Yoshhvara cfc. 
trict — sprang up around thc popular topics 
of the Low Oty. It was here that Ok Kabuki 
and its allied arts grew great. The ufdyo^pnm 
masters, who became so famous in the West, 
rubbed shoulders ar crowded festivals with the 
playwrights,' craftsmen, jugglers and musicians 
who flocked to Edo to sdFtheir wares. By the 
early 19th Century, when Edo had already be- 
come the world's largest dty. the Low City was 
the center of a boisterous bourgeois culture. 

The genius of Edo culture, Sekknsticker 
writes,' “was theatrical ” Just as the austere tea 
ceremony of an earlier era brought together 
the best in architecture, painting and handi- 
crafts to enhance the stylized tea rituals. Edo 
did its best turning the amplest things of life 
into flamboyant theater, (“the likening of an 
evening at the Yoshiwara to an afternoon of 
tea is not tobe taken as jest In both rases, the 
performance was the important thing.” 

In )S€7 the Emperor Mem moved to Edo 
from the historical capital of Kyoto and look 
over theritagun’iS castle. Edo was renamed To- 
kyo. and the extraordinary group of cultural 
revolutionaries who brought the emperor there 
and toppled the shogun s government set out to 
mm Japan into a modern Western power. 

The Megi revolution had begun. With it, cul- 
ture followed power and money into the High 
Gw. The Ginza became a street of modem 
offices and department stores. Western-style 
buildings sprouted around the new govern- 
ment offices, and the Cabinet mmistere of the 
Mriji government ordered their wives and re- 
tainers into Western bustles and taO coats to 
dance the waltz in the new Rokmneilian ball- 
rooin. (Prone Minister Ito. the maker of Ja- 
pan's Map constitution, could never quite 
shake the derogatory stories about his “danc- 
ing Cabinet-”) Western visitors were courted. 
General and Mrs. Ulysses S. Grant touring 
Tokyo in 1879, were entertained at the Kabokt 
. by an improvised chorus line of geisha wearing 
stars-and-stripes kimonos. Western bookstores 
proliferated along with the new- universities. 
And old Edo began to fade away. 

Seidensticker manages to be chatty, inform- 
ative and often funny in describing the hectic 
pace of Japan’s Westernization. He has read 
widely in Tokyo’s own authors — Tanizaki, 
Nagai Kafu and others — and has obviously 
spent modi time exploring his favorite town. 
As he notes, the street patterns in modem To- 
kyo — so frustrating to the foreign resident 
who has the witlessness to drive a car there — - 
still dosdy follow the patterns of dd Edo. 

The earthquake of 1923, rather than inter 
mittait Gres, Goods and modernizations, was 
what finally destroyed the Low City. Part of 
old Edo’s heart perished with the bunting 
wooden buildings. There are some survivals: 
The Kabulriza mid its art remain in modem 
perpetuation; the old comedians’ dialogue sur- 
vives on occasional TV programs; there are 
still temple festivals in Asakusa, and a few sur- 
viving geisha cat still perform stylized dances 
for sizable retainers at the old teahouses. Not 
many arc left.

PARIS — Chris Even Lloyd woo 
her fifth French Open and 15th 
grand slam title Saturday with a 6- 
1. 6-2 victory over Mima Jausovec 
of Yugoslavia that took only 65 
niinutes. 

The American played her 
precise, efficient game, rolling 
through the first set in 20 minutes 
with the Toss of only 13 points on 
the slow red day of Roland Garros 
Stadium. 

Even tied Margaret Court Smith 
for the most French women’s sin- 
gles titles. Since the VS. Open in 
1971, her first grand slam event. 
Evert has played in 35 of them, 
reached at least the semifinals in 
all, and the totals 24 times. 

Only Helen Wills Moody, with 
19, and Smith, with 24, hold more 
slam titles, which also include 
Wimbledon -and the Australian 
championships. 

Before the final, Evert said, she 
was worried that she would have 
trouble motivating herself against 
an opponent ranked 44th in the 
world who had never beaten her in 
13 matches. When the time came; 
however, she said she was inspired 
by several goals: the opportunity to 
tie Smith’s mark and the chance to 
become the bolder of three slam ti- 
tles simultaneously for the first 
time in her career. 

The slam issue is a thorny one. 
Until now, the achievement was 
recogoized only when a player won 
the lour titles in the same calendar 
year. But last September, the Inter- 
national Teams Federation created 
a S [ million prize for the player 
who held afl four at the same time, 
even if they spanned two years. 

There has been considerable de- 
bate over whether such a slam is 
legitimate The debate was revived 


last week because Even would hold 
three of the four titles — the Unit- 
ed States, Australian and French 
— if she won here. 

Saturday, however, the federa- 
tion issued a clarifying statement. 
The prize was not announced until 
last SepL IS, it said, and therefore 
Evert’s 1982 UR. title did not 
count, since she won it just before 
that date. She would have to win 
Wimbledon in July and another 
UR. Open in September to qualify 
for the prize. 

Even was correct in her suspi- 
cion that Jausovec might be a 
weaker opponent Saturday than 
she was earlier in the tournament, 
when her rivals included Jo JDurie, 
Kathy Horvath and Sylvia Hanika. 

“Mima had such a good tourna- 
ment,” she said, “and sometimes 
after one or two good wins in a 
row, you have a letdown. 1 think 
[hat's what she had.” 

Even added, however, that her 
own performance Saturday would 
have been a match for anyone. 
“Even if she was strong,” Evert 
said, “playing the way 1 was, I 
would nave won. I was psyched 
up."

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Mild Chastisement

YT7ASHINGTON —in a recent 
yi piece about Henry Kiss- 


inger's cardful choice of the word 
incautious, I wrote: “I chastised the 
former secretary. . . 

Arthur Morgan, one of the more 
regular Lexicographic Irregulars, 
points out that in The New York 
Tones Everyday Reader's Diction- 
of Misunderstood, Misused, 
pronounced Words, Laurence 
Urdang defines chastise as u to pun- 
ish or discipline by beating.” 

“What you did to Mr. Kiss- 
inger,** writes Morgan, “was to re- 
buke him; or, die (voices are myri- 
ad, to admonish, reprimand, correct, 
scold, rebuff, reprehend, remon- 
strate, condom, reproach, castigate, 
censure, criticize or chide trim. Or 
you gave him a good calling down. 
As I just gave you." 

What 1 have really been given is 
an opportunity to stick my pin in a 
butterfly word, one that has left its 
caterpillar state to flutter its new 
wings in a changed meanin g. 

Yes, chastise lias long meant “to 

rerb oomaTfrom the Old French 
chastier, derived from the Latin 
castigare, winch I break down to 
mean “to drive toward purity." (Til 
get mail from Latin scholars on 
dial, to which I reply, with Shake- 
speare in Henry Vt, “Away with 
him. away with him? He speaks 
Latin.**) Chastity, a related word, is 
the slate of bemg pure and virtu- 
ous, which as we all know some- 
times comes from dire threats of 
punishment by double-standard- 
bearing fathers. 

Castigare has given us the verbs 
castigate, “to criticize, harshly and 

publicly,” chasten, “to p unish mild-. 

iy, in order to improve'’ (as when 
David Stockman was taken to the 
woodshed by Preadeut Reagan) 
and the aforementioned chastise, 
which used to have as its primary 
meaning a kind of pistol-whipping 
from a stem godfather. 

Not any more. Let’s face it: Ihe 
metaphoric, second meaning has 
taken over. Out of this nettle, 
“punishment," we pluck this flow- 
er, “chastisement,” (I should stick 
with the butterfly from the cater- 
pillar, lest I be admonished — re- 
minded, by way of warning — that 
two metaphors confuse the reader, 
just as one swallow doesn’t make a 
gulp.) In current use, the “beating" 
connotation has faded: when you 
are accusing a fellow of wife-beat- 


ing, that’s heavy stuff, and you 
dont use chastise; in the same way, 
a rap on the knuckles no longer 
means corporal punishment in the 
classroom, but has emerged 35 a 
general term for mild punishment, 
on step short of the too-miid slap 
on the wrist The verb rebuke also is 
rooted in beating with a stick, but 
long ago changed to “scold sharp- 
ly, reprimand” 

Does all this mean that I was 
right to use chastise when -I meant 
“Cmon, Henry, you stepped out or 
line there and you know it"? 

Almost. Chastise has gained a 
gentle, jocular connotation that is 
more modem than reprove. less for- 
mal than reprimand or censure, not 
as severe as condemn and not as 
stiff as criticize. But if I had the 
piece to do over, 1 would choose 
chide, a word from the Old English 
that now means to scold with good 
humor, to teasingly correct.” 
That's the meaning I had in mind

.THOUGH This department 
has bowed to the forces of change 
on chastise, I have chosen to take a 
stand on the unfortunate blud- 
geoning of burgeon. 

The verb burgeon is still a cater- 
pillar and maybe we can rescue it 
from butterfiybood When com- 
mon usage makes a change for the 
worse — toward fuzziness, away 
from precision — we can put up a 
fight 

“I have recently noticed an in- 
crease in the use of burgeoning 
debts,” writes Andrew Chant of the 
Torooto-Dommion Bank. “To bur- 
geon is to sprouL The growth im- 
plied in burgeoning debts is that of 
mushrooming.” 

Jacques Bamrn, in FoUett’s 
Modem American U sa ge , agrees; 
he puts the misuse of burgeon un- 
der malapropisms: “To burgeon 
means to put out buds; figuratively 
to come out in a small, modest 
hopeful way, not to spread out 
blossom and cover the earth." 

Growing is a good, general term; 
getting specific, you can say some- 
thing is nascent, just coming into, 
being, or burgeoning, getting undo- 
way and budding nicely, or mush- 
rooming growing tikehdl Don’t 
let the words slop over each other. 

My banker correspondent pro-, 
vides a nice distinction: “My sav- 
ings account burgeons; my charge 
accounts mushroom.”

N EW YORK — With the 
death of George Balan- 
chine, Jerome Robbins is surely 
the most distinguished choreog- 
rapher associated with an Ameri- 
can ballet company. Robbins, 
who joined the New York City 
Ballet in 1949, is now, with Peter 
Martins, one of City Ballet’s two 
ballet masters in chief. 

Thai company has always been 
a creative organization, stressing 
the production of new works and, 
season after season, Balanchine 
choreographed one new ballet af- 
ter another. Robbins is known as 
a slower worker. Yet, although he 
has announced no specific plans, 
Robbins, with Manus ana John 
Taras, the City Ballet’s third bal- 
let master, have affirmed that the 
company's emphasis upon 
creativity will continue. 

Over the years. Robbins has 
been an unusually versatile cho- 
reographer. His ballets include 
studies of contemporary Ameri- 
can life, lyrical pieces to Chopin, 
a ballet in silence and a ballet in 
slow motion. His two latest ef- 
forts exemplify his range, for one 
has music by a leading composer 
of the so-called minimalist 
school, while the other honors a 
great dancing star. 

On May 12, the New York 
City Ballet presented the prem- 
iere of his much-praised “Glass 
Pieces," a work for 43 dancers to 
music by Philip Glass, and on 
June 16 it wUl offer another am- 
bitious creation by Robbins, this 
one a tribute to F red Astaire for 
a cast of 24, with music by Mor- 
ton Gould. The choreographer 
hims elf is surprised at -the scale 
on which he has been working of 
late because, he said in a recent 
conversation. “Usually, it's hard 
for me to do big groups." 

His ballet consists of musical 
and choreographic variations on 
“I'm Old Fashioned," a brief 
duet that Fred Astaire and Rita 
Hayworth performed to a song 
by Jerome Kern in the 1942 mov- 
ie musical, “You Were Never 
Lovelier."

Robbins then explained how 
be came to do “Glass Pieces.” He 
had been asked to direct Glass’s 
new opera, “Akhnaten." and af- 
ter wondering what sort of stage 
action be could devise for its unu- 
sual music, “I thought Td get my 
feet wet and do a ballet before I 
did the opera.” Eventually, he 
and Glass found that their sched- 
ules conflicted and Robbins had 
to withdraw from the operatic 
project. But be went ahead with 
the ballet. 

Although, in the past, he had 
seen — and had been interested 
in — some of the works that 
modem dancers, including Lu- 
cinda fluids, had made to SCOP5S 


by Glass, he said, “I felt I wanted 
to treat the music differently — 
not minimally ." However, he 
added that, because of Glass’s 
unusual patterned repetitions, all 
dances to that composer's muse 
might be similar in some ways, 
just as versions of “The Rite of 
Spring" by many different chore- 
ographers share certain similari- 
ties in movement because of the 
nature of Stravinsky’s marie. 

Robbins proceeded to study 
Glass’s scores by making charts 
of their structure on graph paper. 
Later, when he and Bates devised 
the production design for “Glass 
Pieces" they fashioned a back- 
drop resembling a gigantic sheet 
of graph paper. Because Robbins 
devoted his attention to the mu- 
sic’s structure and had no narra- 
tive idea in mind, he said he was 
Dot prepared — although he was 
certainly fascinated — to find 


that critics considered his baBei 
rich in emotional implications 
and that, for some balletgoere, it 
contained images of urban life. 

That, within a single season, 
Robbins can go from Philip 
Glass to Jerome Kern and Mor- 
ton Goald is a sign of the catholi- 
city of his taste and of his interest 
in many kind? of dancing.

He said he didn’t know just 
what impels a dancer to choreo- 
graph. “Sometimes," be m us ed,

own ballets because he looks at 
the choreography around him 
and think*, ‘That’s not the way it 
should be done* or Tm tired of 
rarng it that way.’ " One reason 
he choreographed “Fancy Free," 
his ballet about sailors on shore 
leave, in 1944. was because he 
was tired of serine ballets — even 
good ones —in the Ballet Russe 
tradition and longed for some- 
thing specifically American. 

“Fancy Free" was followed by 
“Interplay," an abstract ballet, 
but an abstraction in a jazzy style 
that reminded some viewers of a 
jam se s sion . After “Interplay" 
came “Facsimile," a study of 
three contemporary neurotic peo- 
ple. In addition to his balletic 
achievements, Robbins has been 
a successful stage director and 
choreographer of Broadway mus- 
icals, including such nmacals as 
“On the Town,” and “West Sde 
Story."
